The organization of the Board at the meeting held 
June 19, 1899, resulted in the re-election of P. H. A. 
Balsley President and A. W. Blain Vice-President. 

The Common Council by resolution on January 4, 
1899, placed Second Avenue Parkway, containing i.ii 
acres under the care and management of this Board, 
and under the act creating the Commissioners of Parks 
and Boulevards, Shakespeare & Schiller Esplanade 
parkways and Chicago and Boston Boulevard park- 
ways, containing 4.88 acres have for the first time 
been mentioned in the annual report and will be im- 
proved as appropriations are granted for the purpose. 

A special assessment was spread upon the Boule- 
vard' property for sidewalks laid by the Board, by di- 
rection of the Common Council, in conformity to the 
provision of an act amending an act to provide for re- 
establishment and maintenance of the Boulevard, ap- 
proved May 29, 1893, as follows :

No general plan of house numbering upon the Bou- 
levard had been established, causing great annoyance 
to property owners and others. The Board on May 
31, 1898, requested the Common Council to pass an 
ordinance governing this matter, suggesting that the

Boulevard be divided into four sections, viz. : Eastern 
Grand Boulevard, Northern Grand Boulevard East 
and Northern Grand Boulevard West from Woodward 
avenue, and Western Grand Boulevard. The number- 
ing to commence at No. i at the northeast corner of 
Woodward avenue and the Boulevard and running east 
to the intersection of the Boulevard running south; 
this section to be known as the Northern Grand Bou- 
levard East. Commencing at No. i at the southwest 
corner of Woodward avenue and the Boulevard run- 
ning west to the intersection of the Boulevard run- 
ning south; this section to be known as the Northern 
Grand Boulevard West. Commencing at No. i at the 
river (to provide for the Boulevard if extended to the 
river, that the numbers may be consecutive) running 
north to the intersection of the Northern Grand 
Boulevard West; this section to be known as the 
Western Grand Boulevard. Commencing at No. i at 
the northwest corner of the Boulevard and river (to 
prepare for the emergency that might arise should 
buildings be permitted between the river and Jeffer- 
son avenue, and running north to the intersection of 
the Northern Grand Boulevard East; this section to 
be known as the Eastern Grand Boulevard. 

The Common Council on September 13, 1898, unani- 
mously adopted an ordinance embodying the above 
suggestions. 



Boulevard House 
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The landing of excursion boats from neighboring 
cities on Belle Isle Park, over which the Board had 
no' control, was a source of great annoyance, and the 
Board requested the Common Council to amend the 
ordinance placing the landing of boats other than fer- 
ries under the charge and direction of the Commis- 
sioners of Parks and Boulevards, and on December 13, 
1898, an ordinance was unanimously adopted by the 
Common Council. That portion of the ordinance re- 
lating to the jurisdiction of the Commissioners of Parks 
and Boulevards is as follows: 
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character made for the convenience of and to enhance 
the cnioyment of the si^ht-seers who daily visit the 
parks and for the bettemient of the park and boule- 
vard system. Among tliese may )>e mentioned a pri- 
vate telephone system, which has been established on 
I telle Isle Park connect in j2^ the phaeton cashier's office 
at the north end of the I>elle Isle bridge, the casino, 
bath house, skating pavilion and the east end of the 
islan<l with the island office and by switch with the 
city office: saving much valuable time, as what was 
formerly done by messenger is now accomplished at 
once by telephone, thus making a financial saving as 
\vell as facilitating the business of the Board. 

Palmer Park has also been connected by telephone 
with the city office. Formerly messengers were sent 
almost daily during the busy season to that park and 
on acrcunt of the great distance, each trip would con- 
sume half a day besides the payment of two street car 
fares. 

The parks l)eing a i)art of the educational system of 
die city, it was determined to commence the labeling 
of tnes and shrubs, that both the rising generation as 
well as the more mature, might become familiar not 
only with the scientific but with the common name. 
t(\gcihcr with the families to which they belong, and 
the countries of which they are native. 

The zoological department on r>elle Isle Park has 
l)een increased l)Ut little during the past year; the ad- 
ditions, however, were made with a view to extending 
the Huml)er and kinds of animals and mating them, 
where possil)lc. 

During tlie month of Xovcml)er eight ostrich chicks 
were hatched, the first so far as is known that were 
ever hatched in a pul)lic park. The public seemed to 
take much interest in them, judging from the many 
inquiries made both at the city office and at Belle Isle 
Park. Owing to the inadequate accommodations for 
their requirements, it became necessary to erect a glass 
structure, which was heated l)y hot water, with a suit-

able depth of sand warmed by pipes, for a floor ; how- 
ever, before the structure was completed, the 
chicks died, but the structure, since its completion, ad- 
mirably cares for the old birds and allows the visitors 
to the park to view them during inclement weather.

1 lie band OMuxTls aftonled by the appropriation of 
S3. 500 was one nt the deli,;;htfiil features of the parks 
am! U!nloubic<lly enjoyed during the season by vastly 
niore iKM>|)le tlian any other one pleasure aflForded by 
the j)ark an<l Ixmlevanl system. I'rom the middle of 
June to the close of the season, three concerts weekly 
were given; two u|)on Hello Lsle and one on Clark 
Park. The attendance at tiiese concerts was extremely 
hirge. and at a single concert it has frequently been cs- 
tiinate«l that from ten to fifteen thousand listeners have 
Congregated. ( )wing to the i)opularity of this pleas- 
ure, it is hoped iliat the amonnt allowed for this pur- 
pose from year to year will be sufficient to permit the 
j^iving of more concerts, that mu>ic may be heard at 
various times in all of the larger parks. 

The UKiinlenance in some in>tanccs has suftcred for 
the lav'k of a]>pn)priation. 

Many im favorable comments have been made re- 
garding the roadways both upon the Boulevard and 
IJelle Isle Park, but owing to the inadequate appropria- 
lion allowed, little if anything could be done to care 
for them. The attention of your honorable body was 
especially called to this in past annual reports and in 
order that you may become better acquainted with the 
length, width and s(juare yards of paving upon the 
lioulevard and the number of miles and sqtiare yards 
of both roads and walks upon all the parks, which re- 
cjuire care, the following schedule is given : 
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The completion of the Boulevard from Buchanan roadways. 

to Myrtle St. is much talked of and should be com- 
pleted at an early date, that the Boulevard may be 
thrown open to the public its entire length, and thereby 
enhance its beauty and advantages. 

The buildings upon the park system have been main- buildings. 

tained and the bath-house on Belle Isle Park was thor- 
oughly renovated and opened to the public June 17, 

A ticket registering system has been introduced both phaeton service. 

in the park phaeton service and in the bath-house ser- 
vice whereby the tickets are issued upon the register- 
ing of the cash received for the service; the phaeton 
register service showing that there were 148,122 pas- 
sengers carried across the I'elle Isle bridge and 31,482 
passengers carried around Belle Isle Park, making a 
total of 179,604 passengers carried by the service. 

The bath-house register system shows that there bath house servk 
was a total of 38,931 bathers, who availed themselves 
of the opportunity, of which 20,802 were accommo- 
dated in the free department. 

A system has been introduced whereby the heads of daily reports. 

the various departments make a daily report showing 
the number of men employed, together with a sum- 
mary of work performed and also other employes (ex- 
cluding laborers) are furnished with blanks upon 
which to report the happenings, accidents, etc., occur- 
ring upon the park and boulevard system, which they 
may have witnessed. These reports are made at the 
close of each day and transmitted to the city office, 
that the Commission may be in constant touch with 
the happenings and progress of work. 

The privileges on Belle Isle Park, i. e., the Casino privileges. 

and Skating Pavilion refreshment privileges, boating, 
bicycle and pony renting privileges were leased for a 
stipulated rental for the coming year. The Palmer 
Park Casino and picnic refreshment privilege was let 
for II per cent, of the gross receipts. 
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Tlic policy of tlie Coinniission has not been chang-ed, 
ami that is that the parks shall always be open to all 
citizens on absolutely ctpial terms, and none shall be 
j^'ivcn sjK'cial privilcj^cs thereon or permitted to make 
use of them for any i)urp5>se not practically common 
to all, an<l consistent with the proper use of parks. 

The Secretary and ( leneral Manaj^^er's financial re- 
p«»rt will set forth tiie receipts and disbursements and 
the (itneral Superintendent's reiM)rt will clearly define 
the improvements an<l maintenance under the appropri- 
ati<»n, all of which are hereto annexed and are a part 
of this re]) )rt.

'HE father of the boulevard, Hon. James A. Randall, on Monday morning, 

August 10. 1891. a blistering hot day, accompanied by Hon. H. S. Pingree, 

J the members of the Commissioners of Parks and Boulevards, with many of 

the aldermen and prominent citizens, met at the intersection of John R. street and 

the Boulevard. 

Two pairs of heavy draft horses attached to a large breaking plow were there, 
and Mr. Randall with the dignity becoming the solemnity of the occasion, removed his 
coat and cuffs, handing the former to a bystander and slipping one of the latter over 
each of the plow handles, he grasped the handles of the plow, the horses were started 
and the breaking of the ground for the work of improving Detroit's great pathway 
was begun. 

The first furrow was turned and by him, who with that determination and per- 
sistency peculiar to the man, had given to Detroit this grand thoroughfare. 

The photographer in making this instantaneous view caught but the plow, its 
operator and a handful of the advance guard, the large crowd of spectators being left 
in the rear and outside the range of his camera. The figure on horseback is that 
of Hon. H. S. Pingree, then Mayor of the City of Detroit. 
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mineral Superintendent's Report. 

To the Honorable, the 

Cormniss loners of Parks and Boulevards: 

Gentlemen : 

HEREWITH submit a report of the work- 
done on the Park and Boulevard Sys- 
tem for the year ending June 30, 1899. 
It has been a trying year, inasmuch 
as the fall was very late and a full 
force of workmen was employed until 
the end of November, thus causing an 
unusual outlay from a too limited ap- 
propriation, and it was only by the 
strictest economy and the postponement of several 
projects ordered by your Board that the year was 
closed without a deficit. 

The heavy teaming during the fall, winter and 
spring cut the roadways badly, even breaking into the 
foundation course in places : thus making their repair 
in the spring a laborious task, especially as the five- 
ton horse roller was broken by falling through a 
wooden bridge on Belle Isle Park and was out of use 
at the critical time that the ground was settling. 

The making of the drives around the Shelter Pa- 
vilion w^as anticipated by drawing a large amount of 
slag on the ground during the winter, wdien the horses 
were not otherwise employed. 

So many people now visit the head of the Island, 
that a horse drinking fountain, having also ice water 
for people, was constructed ; this obviates the pumping 
of water by hand for horses, as was formerly done, 
and gives two fountains for picnic parties, which dis- 
penses with the only remaining w^ater tank at this 
place. To feed this fountain, a thousand feet of four- 
inch water pipe was laid, which is a continuation of 
the water svstem around the Island. 
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To facilitate the watering of the lawns and to save 
hose 2,761 feet of one and two-inch galvanized iron 
pipe was laid west of the Casino. This system should 
be extended, as there are many places yet that the 
florists have to use five hundred feet of hose, where 
with this pipe system from fifty to seventy-five feet 
would be ample, and the cost of the pipe system would 
be paid in the saving of hose alone in two years, and 
the work can be done more rapidly. 

The stone bridge across the lagoon at the menagerie 
ground was enlarged by 'day labor, and the foot bridge 
over the canal below the Skating Pavilion was com- 
pleted by contract. 

The carpentry department made temporary repairs 
to the wooden bridges; also extensive repairs to the 
boat-house, besides numerous repairs to the Casino, 
Skating Pavilion, several toilet pavilions, as well as 
work on the entire system. 

The phaeton service was carefully managed and the 
public well accommodated. Any system of conveyance 
by horse power is inadequate in rush days; even the 
ferries and street cars are over-crowded. Many of the 
phaetons were repaired and all were provided with 
brakes and one new one was purchased. 

The sprinkling wagons were fitted with modern 
sprinkling attachments, which enabled them to do 
double the work heretofore accomplished. 

The work of the teams was so managed that they 
were employed continually throughout the year. The 
number of horses on hand at the present time is forty- 
eight, and in the hands of well-trained teamsters, a 
great saving is made as compared with hired teams.. 

The Zoological Department is deservingly popular. 
Each specimen is healthy and wholesome looking. It 
would be well to increase the collection, especially by 
the addition of such animals and birds as are hardy in 
this cHmate. 

The $500 appropriated for walks and roads was 
nearly all spent for gravel alone, and was only suffi- 
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cient to repair a few of the worst places. There are 23 
miles of roads on the Island, all of which is surfaced 
with gravel, wdiich from its very nature is easily cut 
up at every thaw, and as the ground is all low and 
during the spring it is full of water, the heavy team- 
ing cuts up the road to its foundation, thereby keeping 
it in a very unsatisfactory condition. The most feas- 
ible way to remedy this is to entirely resurface the 
roads with crushed stone or trap rock. Some of the 
drives w^ill require a foundation, as the gravel is spread 
on clay. 

At the present time, stone can be obtained cheap, 
as it is removed from the streets, and I would recom- 
mend that all of this stone be acquired by this Board 
until all the Island and Boulevard roads are resurfaced 
and the unfinished driveways of the Boulevard are 
completed. Cobble stone costs now, delivered, about 
seventy cents per cubic yard, and when the supply 
from the streets is once gone, it will cost nearly $2.00 
per cubic yard. 

The green-house last w^inter was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity, to care for the increasing number of 
palms and to raise the required number of bedding 
plants. But little repairs were made to the present 
structures, as they will be superseded by new build- 
ings, for which $6,000 is appropriated, it being under- 
stood that this amount will build but a portion of the 
needed range. Over 300,000 plants were raised for the 
various parks, into which they were bedded out at the 
usual time. The flower beds along Central avenue are 
being replaced by shrubs and the herbaceous plants, 
and the flower beds concentrated more in the cultivated 
portions of the Island and in the city parks. 

The original forest trees which are one of the feat- 
ures of the Island are withstanding the change from 
an untrodden forest to a populated park none too well, 
although there was less loss this past year than for- 
merly. The hickories and silver maples suffer the 
most, and the dead limbs in the tops of the pin oaks 
foretell their decay. I would recommend that during 
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the fall and winter, they receive a dressing of com- 
posted manure and ground bone to supply them with 
food for which they are starving. 

Being in possession of the steam roller purchased 
during the previous year, it has made it possible to 
keep in repair the Boulevard roadways that had begun 
to show ruts. This was especially noticeable between 
McGraw and Eighteenth street and from Greenwood 
to Woodward. In fact, the whole Boulevard west of 
Woodward avenue was carefully leveled and rolled. 

The resurfacing between Eighteenth street and 
Twelfth street, done the previous year, was continued 
to Greenwood avenue on the northern driveway. 

A stone crusher has been acquired and is a valuable 
acquisition. Stone can be purchased cheap delivered 
near the Boulevard, and as this crusher is portable, it 
can be set up wherever the stone is piled, and thus a 
large saving is made, as compared with purchasing the 
crushed material. The building of the eastern drive- 
way between Fort and Lafayette and Howard and 
Porter streets is just being completed. The roadways 
on the banks of the subway were completed as far as 
the appropriation would allow. The money allowed 
for the side roadways at Dequindre street bridge was 
only sufficient to put in the curb. 

The intersection of Champlain street and the Boule- 
vard was paved with brick, and temporary opening 
was made for Kercheval, Berlin and Sylvester avenues. 

The money for the improvement of lawns was 
largely used in front of lots where buildings are being 
constructed, and it will be necessary to continue this 
work until the .Boulevard is built up and all the lawns 
are regraded, enriched and sodded. I would strongly 
recommend that an additional appropriation of $i,6oo 
be allowed that the lawns on the more thickly settled 
portions of the Boulevard be kept down with a lawn 
mower. 

Extensive progress has been made in the laying of 
cement sidewalks. On the Eastern Boulevard, walks 
have been laid on the east side of the driveway from 
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Aj^ius north to Fruntenac with a few breaks, and be- 
twi'ii Mack an<l Frnntenac on the west side from 
( hainplain t*) Mack and from Gratiot to Frontenac. 
( )n the Xorthern r»onlevar(l, a few walks between 
John R and Cameron and a nearly unbroken stretch 
from (irccnw<H)d to (irand River, and on the Western 
r>oiilcvard many pieces from F\)rt to Myrtle, making 
a total of 4.6 miles, in addition to which the needful 
intersections in the same localities were laid by your 
lioard. 



'I'he roa<ls which were commenced the previous year 
were completed. The barn at the log cabin sat so 
close to the driveway, that it gave a cramped appear- 
ance : to remedy this, it was moved back to a niche in 
the woods, and near it was built a needed workroom 
and tool-house and a thatched roof horse shelter, all of 
which combine nicely in carrying out the rural design 
of this park. 

To accommodate more thoroughly the public, pro- 
vision was made in the picnic paviHon for the caterer 
to sell ice cream, soda water, milk, etc. A flag pole 
was elected near the log cabin, and a cascade \vas 
made at Lake Higenio, the ground back of which is 
not yet completed. 

The general policy and features of the park were 
outlined and adopted by the Commission, of which the 
following are the salient points: The park is to be 
rustic and rural and the improvements are to conform 
to this idea. The native woods are to remain intact. 
A plantation is to be made on Merrill Plaisance of 
native Michigan plants, which will be a Michigan 
botanical garden, and in the main the floral work will 
be much on the same line.

The increasing popularity of this park made several 
changes necessary. The music pavilion near the north 
end of the park way moved further south to a point 
more convenient to the audience on concert days and 
the locality where the pavilion formerly stood w^as

One of the fountains from the City Hall was re- 
moved to this park, where with some modification of 
the water display, it makes a desired acquisition. 

Twenty-five hundred feet of surface water pipe was 
laid through the center and north part of the park, and 
if this system of pipes were carried through the south- 
ern end this coming year, it would be possible to ex- 
tend the plantations of flowers and shrubs uniformly 
througliout the park. 

A flag pole was erected at the junction of the lake 
and driveway. The foundation was found to be very 
soft and the base of the pole and the braces were em- 
bedded in cement, which gave the required stability. 

The banks of the lake were graveled and the chil- 
dren given full freedom to play in the water and sail 
toy boats, which pleasure is a much coveted one and 
does not now defile the water. 

The completion and occuj)ancy of the Western High 
School, adjacent to this i)ark, made it necessary to 
introduce some new paths. For the same reason it 
would be much appreciated if more attention were paid 
to keeping the lake in condition for skating during the 
winter. 

The past severe winter has killed a number of the 
lar.ci^LT trees. 

PERRiEN Park. ^^^^' fuiids ai)propriatc(l for this park were only suf- 

ficient to plac'^ a fountain that was removed from the 
City Hall lawn and to lay a system of water pipe, leav- 
ing a major portion of the lawn in an unfinished condi- 
tion. The plantations of trees and slirul)s are making 
rapid progress and as soon as the lawns are completed. 
these trees will l)e sizeal)lc enough to furnish consider- 
al)le shade. The appropriations for the coming year 
should be largely devoted to the completion of the 
lawns, the placing of a drinking fountain and the re- 
surfacing of certain portions of the walks. 
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owtH p*Rn. 'I'lic upper iK)rtion of tlie park is completed and it is 

lioped that the funds allowed the coming year will 
fini-ih the walks and landscape the lower level. 

WASHINGTON p*Rn. Altliouj^^h as vet there has l)cen no money available 

for the improvement of this parkway, much work has 
heen done in making better walks, sodding worn-out 
places and in decorating with flower beds and vases, all 
of which is greatly appreciated, as this park is probably 
seen by more strangers than any other park of the 
svstem.

liiit little has been done in these two parks, except to 
keej) them up to a high state of cultivation. The main 
walks in these parks should be made more serviceable 
for winter and spring use, as at thcxse times, they are 
quite muddy. 

Cass Park. The lawns received a heavy dressing of compost 

during the past winter, the beneficial effect of which is 
very ai)parent on the lawns, and it is hoped that it will 
invig( irate the older trees, which are suffering for fer- 
tility. Many of the trees are too close together for a 
healthy growth, and it would be advisable to take out 
the p('<jrcr specimens before the others are permanently 
injured.

Care-Takers. 



The many smaller ])arks throughout the city were 
well cared for, but little was done in the way of im- 
provement except that a surface water pipe system 
has been extended during the past year until now in 
the older parks but one length of hose is required* for 
watering. 

The funds for care-takers being exhausted, they 
were not put on until June ist, after which date all the 
small parks were placed in first-class condition. 

For future use of the city parks and boulevard, 
about 800 cubic yards of manure were gathered and 
are being composted. 
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'I'!k' slock ill the nursery is hcinj^ kept up to the 
usual amount. The extremely hard winter killed back 
many varieties and some were destroyed entirely. 
Many trees will reach planting out size this comin^]: 
year, hut the j^reater number will not be lar^e enough 
to remove for two or three seasons yet. It is hoped 
that the cominj^ year will see the nursery more thor- 
ouj^hly established by having a propagating" house and 
storage cellar and this branch of the park work given 
the attention it deserves.

MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 

The Board consists of four Commissioners, who serve 
g-ratuitously for a term of four years from June 1st, one being- 
appointed by the Mayor of the City and confirmed by the 
Common Council each year. 

Hon. P. H. A. Balsley was reappointed commissioner to 
succeed himself on June 5, and qualified and took his seat 
Monday, June 11, 1900. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The annual meeting of the Board is held on the first regu- 
lar meeting- day in June for the election of a President and 
Vice-President and the appointment of standing Committees. 

The organization of the Board at the meeting held June 
11^ igoo resulted in the election of A. W. Blain, President, 
and Edward C. VanLeyen, Vice-President, and the appoint- 
ment by the President of the following Standing Committees : 

Claims and Accounts, Commissioners VanLeyen and Geist. 
Building, Commissioners VanLeyen and Balsley. 
Belle Isle, Commissioners Geist and VanLeyen. 
Boulevard, Commissioners Balsley and VanLeyen.

Each fiscal year the Board is represented by two Presi- 
dents and two Vice-Presidents on account of the retiring 
Commissioner's term expiring May 31st and the organization 
of the new Board in June, while the fiscal year closes June 
30th.

Park improvement bonds <o the amount of $150,000 were, 
in accordance with an act of the legfislature, and upon a vote 
of the people, advertised and sold by the City Controller to 
the highest bidder at a premium of $9,811.00, for the im- 
provement of Belle Isle Park by first erecting- and equipping- 
a combined aquarium and horticultural building and should 
a surplus remain, it shall be used in constructing zoo- 
logical buildings, etc. 

AQUARIUM AND HORTICUI.TUKAI, BUILDING. 

The Board in December, 1899, apppointed a Committee 
consisting of the Building Committee and the Secretary to 
make a trip of investigation to cities where aquaria and 
horticultural buildings could be examined and a report made 
to the end that the Board might determine the requirements 
of such buildings. The Committee reported in January, 1900, 
in detail, recommending that the structure be a combined 
building and that the aquarium be built beneath the horti- 
cultural building and that it be located on the south side of 
Belle Isle Park, near Inselruhe Road. 

The Board invited a committee of citizens to act as an 
advisory committee in selecting the site for the building and 
also a committee of three members of the Michigan Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects to act with the Board 
in formulating a code of competition for designs for the 
building. The citizens committee and committee of archi- 
tects together with the Board met at Belle Isle Park, February 
3, 1900, and unanimously agreed upon the site recommended 
by the committee who made the tour of investigation. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

A special assessment was spread upon Boulevard property 
for sidewalks laid by the Board in conformity with the pro- 
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visions of an Act amending* an Act to provide for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the Boulevard, approved May

ACQUISITIONS. 

Hon. Thos. W. Palmer generously presented to the City 
of Detroit, a parkway entrance to Palmer Park, from Wood- 
ward Avenue, containing" seven 
and one one-hundredth acres of 
land with a frontage on Wood- 
ward Avenue of six hundred 
eighty-four and forty-two one- 
hundredths feet. When the road- 
way and other improvements are 
made on this parkway, such as 
landscaping, etc., it will add scene on belle isle. 

much to the pleasure of the sightseers who avail themselves 
of the delightful drive out Woodward Avenue and through 
Palmer Park. 
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In c>rdcr to stratg'hten the Boulevard property line, there 
were several pieces of property required, which were obtained 
by ^ift or purchase, as follows : 

A strip of land at the south-east corner of Baker Street 
and the Western (trand Boulevard, 2 feet front on Baker 
and running" S4>uth from Baker to the alley along- the Boule- 
vard was presented to the city by the heirs of Bela Hubbard.

honorable body, paid from the conting^ent fund of the city. 
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BAND CONCERTS. 

The number of people visiting- the parks has, unquestion- 
ably, largely increased during the past year, and it is believed 
the increase is due partially to the open air concerts, which 
called multitudes from the hot, dusty streets to the park^ 
where they were not only entertained by refined and pleasing- 
music, but enjoyed an outing- in the fresh open air. 

It was not uncommon for hundreds of families and parties 
to make special arrangements to meet in the picnic groves on 
band concert afternoons, where they could enjoy a picnic 
outing, and at the same time, the music. 

The concerts have been given in nearly all of the parks, 
but principally in Belle Isle and Clark Parks, as some of the 
parks in the central part of the city were too small to accom- 
modate the large number of people who congregated to hear 
the music.

The build- 
ing* was popular from the first, and when the athletic field is 
completed it will be one of the popular spots of Belle Isle 
Park. 
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A number of old ice water tanks have been replaced by 
new and sig-htly ice water drinking* fountains. 

Some of the old toilet building's and rooms have been re- 
modeled by supplying" flushing closets in place of the old and 
unsanitary earth closets.

The road from Belle Isle bridge to the casino on both sides 
of the loop canal have been resurfaced with broken stone at 
the remarkably low price of about 60 cents per square yard, a 
result accomplished by taking the cobble from the public 
streets, at practically no cost for the cobble, and crushing the 
same by the crusher owned by the Commission. The atten- 
tion of your honorable body is especially called to this road 
and you are requested to make a special examination of the 
same, to the end that for the years to come, a liberal appro- 
priation may be allowed for the improvement of the roads on 
Belle Isle Park. [2] 
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The sheltered dock is fast decaying' and at no far distant 
day it must be replaced either in its present locality or some 
other. We are of the opinion that a new dock should be 
built on the south side of Belle Isle Park, near the present 
Inselruhe dock, and it might be wise to build in connection 
therewith a casino building of a permanent character, either 
of stone or brick, which would be so arranged that visitors 
would have not only a view of the river but of the park, and 
in the winter it would be in close proximity to the skating- 
lake. The building would be nearer the center of Belle 
Isle than the present casino and close to the zoological 
department.

The money appropriated for bridges would permit of the 
building of but one. Therefore, Bridge No. 14 was con- 
structed over Nashua Canal, on Vista Avenue. 
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The zoological department has been somewhat improved 
by concentration, i. e., the buffalo and elk have been placed 
in a portion of the deer paddock, thus enabling* the public to 
see them, which improvement is thoroughly appreciated by 
this department's many visitors. 

Of eight ostriches hatched June 29, 1899, three are living 
and are fine, large specimens. These are the only ostriches 
ever hatched and reared in a public park. 

A prairie dog cage, twelve dogs and two prairie owls have 
been added to the zoological department, and have proven an 
attractive feature.

The present old green-houses are inadequate for the park 
system, but this will be remedied as soon as the new range of 
green-houses is completed. 

The number of park phaetons and horses for the transpor- 
tation of passengers to and from Jefferson Avenue, across the 
bridge and around the park is far from being sufficient to 
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care for the larg^e crowds and the increased travel, as shown 
bv the park service reg^isters. The inability of the phaeton 
service to properly accommodate the public is very annoying, 
and many complaints hive been made. 

The bath-house was well attended, considering- the con- 
dition of the weather. Many thousands patronizing the 
service. 




BEAVER DAM. 



The maintenance of Belle Isle Park, as usual, exceeded 
the appropriation, and s')me needed improvements were 
omitted, as the money, of necessity, was used for maintenance 
purposes. The reports of this Commission show that for the 
past ten years, money appropriated for maintenance has been 
insufficient. 

The following names were adopted for Belle Isle roads, 
lakes and canals, and the names of the roads will be posted

along" the roadways at the intersections at an early date, that 
the people may become familiar with them : (See map.) 

PLEASURE PLACE— From the east entrance to the bridge near Muir 
fountain, on the north side of Loop Canal to the ferry dock, so named 
because it leads to the bath-honse and boat-house, which are patron- 
ized by thousands of pleasure seekers. 

SUNSET DRIVE— From the west side of the bridge near Muir fountain, 
around the west end of Belle Isle to the outlet of the canal at the 
south-west corner of the island ; so named because a fine view of ther 
setting sun can be had. 

CASINO WAY — From the west end of the bridge near Muir fountain, south* 
past the casino, around to Sunset Drive, including the roadway up to% ' 
the west side of the bridge over the Loop Canal south of Central^ 
Avenue bridge ; so named as it is the direct road from Belle Isle bridge 
to the casino. ■' 

MUSE ROAD— From the south approach to Belle Isle bridge, south on the 
east side of the Loop Canal to the intersection of the road' at the 
bridge south of Central Avenue bridge, being the direct road from 
Belle Isle bridge to where the people congregate to hear the. band- 
concerts ; so named in honor of the fabled goddess of music. 

CENTRAL AVENUE— From west to the east end through the center of Bell^ 
Isle; so named because of its location. - '- 

RIVERBANK ROAD— From the south approach to Belle Isle bridge, east 
along the river on the north side of Belle Isle to the bridge at the 
north-east corner of the island ; so named as it follows along the bank 
" of the river ^^ 

LAKESIDE DRIVE— From the bridge at the north-east corner of BelU 
Isle, south to the bridge near the light-house ; so named because of 
the fine view of Lake St. Clair from this drive. 

THE STRAND— From the bridge near the light-house, west along the river 
to the T)ridge at the south-west corner of Belle Isle ; so named as it 
follows the beach the entire length of the island. 

PICNIC WAY — From Central Avenue at the rustic drinking fountain, south- 
east to The Strand, through the picnic grounds ; so named on account 
of its location: 

LOITER WAY — From the east approach of the bridge, south of Central 
Avenue bridge, east on the south side of the picnic and zoological 
grounds to Vista Avenue ; so named because of the large number of 
sightseers who linger along this roadway, viewing the animals and 
other interesting sights. 
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WAYSIDE PLACE— From the intersection of Muse Road and I^oiter Way 
east, passing the skating pavilion on a circle to Loiter Way ; so 
named as it is a side road from the main thoroughfare to the skating 
pavilion. 

INSELRUHE ROAD— Running north and south past the police station, 
zoological grounds and Inselruhe, being the name established many 
years ago for this road, and meaning island rest. 

VISTA AVENUE— From north to south across Belle Isle, passing the shel- 
ter pavilion ; so named as it is the only road showing a vista across 
the island. 

TANGLEWOOD DRIVE— From the intersection of Central and Vista 
Avenues, running east through the wild wood, and connecting again 
with Central Avenue ; so named as the road is skirted by the natural 
wild wood and tangled underbrush. * 

OAK WAY — From Riverbank Road, east to Lakeside Drive ; so named 
because of the oak trees located along this roadway. 

WILDWOOD PASS— From Oak Way, running south to Central Avenue ; 
so named as the forest is particularly wild through which this road 
passes. 

WOODSIDE DRIVE— From Lakeside Drive near the horse drinking fouu 
tain, south-west to The Strand ; so named as the road skirts the 
forest. 

MEADOW ROAD — From Oak Way, running west and connecting with Oak 
Way again ; so named as the road leads out into the meadow and 
back again. 

SHADOW NOOK— From Central Avenue to Central Avenue, a distance of 
about 600 feet ; so named on account of the dense shade on this drive. 

HERMIT'S PASS— From Tanglewood Drive in the woods, running south, 
passing over bridge No. 15 ; so named as the road is but little used. 

RAMBLE BANK — The roadway or cycle path along the north bank of 
Nashua Canal from near the shelter pavilion, running east to Wood- 
side Drive ; so named because of the large number of visitors who 
wander along the banks of the canal. 

NASHUA CANAL— The canal leading from Muskoday Lake to Takoma 
Lake. 

LOOP CANAL— The canal which forms part of a circle at the west end of 
Belle Isle Park. 

MARSH RUN— The canal commencing at the first bridge east from Belle 
Isle bridge on Riverbank Road, and running south-west to Loop Canal. 
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LAKK MrSK( >I)A V The lake at the north-east corner of Belle Isle. 

I.AKK OKONOKA— The lake at the south-east corner of Belle Isle. 

LAKK TAKOMA— The lake at the sonth-weM corner of Belle Isle, formerly 
kiioHii .i.H Skatin|( I«akc. 

PAI.MKK PAKK. 

In Palmer Park, there has l>een erected for the nursery 
<lo|>artmont a propa^jfattn^ house, and a fair start in the prop- 
agating of trees and shrubs has been made. 

The heating plant in the casino 
has been completed ; it works satis- 
factorily and heats the casino ad- 
mirably. 

Two ice water drinking- fount- 
ains have been constructed of stone; 
one in the picnic ground and the 
other, representing a cave, in the 
wo(k1s on the walk leading from 
the log cabin to the casino. 

The Palmer Parkway entrance 

from Woodward Avenue to the 

Park, which Hon. T. \V. Palmer presented to the city in 

IS*)*), will be open to the public as an entrance to Palmer 

Park, at an early date. 




CLAKK PARK. 

Clark Park has been more than crowded with visitors the 
past season ; in fact it is patronized more, proportionately, 
than any other park in the cit}'. 

The old toilet building which was arranged for men and 
women, has been remodeled, and now accommodates only 
women, and a new toilet building for men has been erected, 
in addition to which there is a tool house and yard for rub- 
bish nearly hidden by shrubbery. 

The skating lake in this park was appreciated as the pic- 
ture on page 8 of the skaters will attest. 
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SMALL PAKKS. 

The small parks, parkways and breathing- places, some 
twenty-five in number have each had some improvement, and 
all have been cared for as well as possible with the limited 
fund appropriated for maintenance and care-takers. 

BOULEVARD. 

The roadways on the Boulevard of necessity must at an 
early date all be resurfaced, as at the present time in many 
places the surface is g-one and the foundation stones are 
working" up through the roadway, causing the public to con- 
tinually complain. The attention of your honorable body 
was called to the number of square yards in the Boulevard 
and Park roadways in the last annual report, viz : 377,503.61 
square yards of roadway on the Boulevard, a larg-e part of 
which required resurfacing- then, since which time one year 
has past, and now, more of it requires resurfacing-. 

There are several sections of the Boulevard yet uncom- 
pleted. The eastern roadway from Gratiot to Mack Avenue, 
and the western roadway between Grand River Avenue and 
Buchanan Street, and also all of that section of the Boulevard 
from Buchanan to Myrtle Street. It would seem wise to im- 
prove some one section, or at least a portion of a section each 
year. 

The Boulevard is each year becoming more popular and 
necessarily the cost of maintenance must increase. It is sin- 
cerely hoped that the money asked for maintaining-, not only for 
the Boulevard, but the entire system, in the annual estimates 
will be allowed, as it is not economy to improve any portion 
of the system unless the same is properly maintained. 

At a regular meeting of the Board held May 7, the 
Secretary and General Manager requested the Board to 
set aside a day to be known as *' Children's Day" on Belle 
Isle Park and that some simple form of entertainment be 




o 

z 
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g"iven ; and after due and careful consideration, the Board 
determined to inaugurate such a day, and the Secretary was 
directed to carry the same into effect, and on Saturday, May 
26, Children's Day was held on Belle Isle. It was estimated 
that there were not less than 100,000 present, the majority 
being- children. The entertainment consisted of a May pole 
and other fancy dances by little children on a raised platform. 
The unfurling- of an American flag- by a little g-irl was the 
sig-nal for thousands of children to sing* America. Three 
hundred and sixty-five balloons were sent up by as many 
children, representing the days of the year. A band concert 
followed which concluded the exercises of the day. A tent 
for lost children was provided in which 183 children were 
cared for ; at 7.30 P. M. all had been returned to their parents, 
and no accident marred the pleasure of the day. 

The Mayor of our city suggested that the day be celebrated 
annually on some fixed day other than Saturday, and that it 
be made a legal holiday. It is earnestly hoped by this Board 
that your honorable body will set aside a day in May to be a 
holiday known as ''Children's Day." 



THK POLICY OF THE COMMISSION. 

The policy of the Commission has been strictly adhered 
to, i. e., that the parks shall always be open to all citizens 
on absolutely equal terms ; special privileges to no one, nor 
the use of the parks for any purpose not practically common 
to all, and consistent with the proper use of public parks. 

CONCLUSION. 

The parks are growing in popularity and in importance 

and the crowds visiting them are yearly increasing in num- 
bers. Each improvement requires attention, all of which 
means maintenance ; therefore your honorable body is re- 
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(juested to carefully consider this matter in g-ranting the 
yearly appropriations, and if in your judgment, the estimates 
asked must be reduced, reduce them in the amount asked for 
improvements, but in any event, grant the money asked for 
maintenance, for what is the use of making- improvements 
unless they can be maintained. 

(). A. Farwell, botanist of this city, who has made con- 
siderable study of plant life about our parks and city, has 
furnished this Board with a list of native plants, most of 
which are found on the park system, and will appear as a 
part of this report. 

The (ieneral Superintendent's refwrt and the Secretary 
and (ieneral Manager's report are both included as a part of 
this report.

Gentlemen: The following* report will give in detail the 
main .points of the work accomplished during the past fiscal 
year. 

Owing to insufficient appropriations for 
the previous year, much work was left un- 
done, thereby causing an increased cost in 
putting the parks in condition during the first 
two months of the present fiscal year. The 
general aim has been to keep the entire system 
in a neat and tidy condition and to that end 
careful attention was g-iven to resodding- the 
worn out places in the down town parks as 
fast as they appeared ; to the more thorough 
sprinkling" of driveways ; the cutting out of 
the dead and unsightly branches from the old 
trees besides the many small details which add 
to the comfort and convenience of the public. 
There is still great need for improvements 
along this line and a lack of funds to meet 
the ever increasing requirements of a rapidly 
growing system makes it necessary to limit 
such improvement and care more than what is 
consistent with the standard set by this well 
kept city. scene-belle isle. 
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ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

Besides g-iving- the levels and grades for the sidewalk 
laid on the Boulevard, surveying", verifying* deeds and de- 
scriptions of property acquired to straig'hten the Boulevard 
line and the general engineering work of the system, great 
progress has been accomplished in the re-survey of Belle Isle 
Park, which map is now being bound in book form, which 
will include when finished not only the surface contour but 
the underground systems of water, sewer, electric light and 
telephone conduits, etc. Much of this information has been 
fragmentary or entirely lacking and it is none too soon that 
such data be permanently recorded and it is at this time no 
small task to obtain this knowledge. 

A map of the Boulevard in book form has been prepared 
during the past year. Some progress has been made in ob- 
taining the data of the water supply and location of sewers 
in the older of the city parks, and it is desirable that during 
the coming year, maps of the city parks be made in book 
form. 

GREEN-HOUSE DEPARTMENT. 

It being necessary to continue work in the present range 
of greenhouses the center benches of two more houses were 
removed and the space given for the storage of the palms. 
This limits the growing of such bedding plants as take up 
considerable room during the winter, in place of which the 
stock of seedlings has been largely increased, thus allowing 
the same amount of planting as heretofore. It is too early to 
give the exact number of plants raised, but a close estimate 
would be 350,000 flowering plants, which have been set out on 
the parks and boulevards. A system of examination for work- 
men in the floricultural and horticultural lines inaugurated by 
your Board, which carries with it increased pay over ordinary 
labor is proving very satisfactory and it is believed that the 
work will be done better and more economically than here- 
tofore. 
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BKIJ.K ISLK PARK. 

Ev^ery endeavor was made to keep the park in condition 
to sustain the wear and tear of daily use by thousands of 
people. Certain portions of the lawn received a dressing- of 
manure early in the winter and many portions were re-seeded 
during- the spring. The watering of lawns during the dry 
season was extended to include the trees in the picnic ground; 
the beneficial effect of which was readily seen in the foliage 
during the latter part of the season. 

The drives and lawns at the Belle Isle bridge approach 
were completed as far as the money appropriated would 
allow. The resurfacing of the roads was extended from the 
Belle Isle bridge approach to Central Avenue on Muse Road ; 
and on Casino Way, from bridge No. 2, over Loop Canal to 
near the Casino. It was necessary in doing this work to 
remove a considerable portion of the gravel from the road 
and replace it with slag and cinders for sub-foundation. 
The roads made with this system of slag for foundation 
covered with coarse crushed stone with its proper amount of 
surfacing is proving most satisfactory ; the driving over 
these roads is equal to that of almost any street in the city 
and they are withstanding it in the best possible manner. 

The $500 allowed for purchase and planting of trees and 
shrubs was entirely used in planting, the material coming 
from the nursery on Belle Isle Park. The lawns at the Noth 
Belle Isle bridge approach were heavily planted to shut from 
view the buildings on either side of the driveway, that the en- 
trance to the bridge might have a more park-like appearance. 
Considerable planting was also done around the stone and 
iron bridges and at the north end of Vista Ave. all of which 
planting produced a wonderful change in the appearance of 
the various places planted in proportion to the small amount 
of money expended. . 

The funds for the improvements of grounds around the 
shelier pavilion were used principally in making roadways 
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besides a large amount of grading- was done, the canal in 
front excavated but at present the landscaping* was left un- 
finished. 

Three new ice water drinking- fountains were built in the 
picnic g-rounds, the work being- about completed at this date. 

Considerable improvement was 
made in the water system by adding- 
more connections along- Central 
Avenue thus doing- away with the 
stretching- of the hose across the 
driveway. The water system as 
planned contemplated a hydrant or 
water connection every 300 feet and 
as fast as this work is done, much 
labor will be saved in laying long 
stretches of hose as is now the 
custom.

CARPENTRY DEPARTMENT. 

The carpentry department has had a very busy year in 
making the numerous repairs necessary. Besides strength- 
ening all of the wooden bridges on Belle Isle much work has 
been done in making over wagons, repairing phaetons, 
building swingSt mending benches, improving Inselruhe, 
changing stalls in horse barn, strengthening docks, building 
over the buffalo and elk shelter, general painting and many 
small repairs too numerous to mention. 



PALMER PARK. 



Immediately after the Woodward Ave. entrance to the 
Park came under the control of your Board, work was begun 
on the roadway. The excavation, sewer connections and 
tiling were completed before cold weather. The adjacent 

[3] 
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laws were plowed and kept cultivated during the remainder 
of the year to thoroug'hly rot the sod preparatory to leveling- 
and planting it. The graveling of the roadways was post- 
poned to the coming year. 

The botanic garden of Michigan plants ordered by your 
Board last year was taken up and the ground alloted for the 
purpose was placed under cultivation. During the spring of 
this year nearly 200 species of trees and shrubs were planted, 
it being the intention to commence the collection of the 
native herbaceous plants as well as to add the species of 
trees and shrubs not already obtained, as fast as possible. 

The open ground between 
the casino and woods was 
leveled and seeded. There 
were planted in this ground 
about 2,000 trees and shrubs. 
Plans were made for planting 
the new entrance and the park 
adjacent to the new roadways, 
which work should progress 
this coming fall. 

Extensive planting is need- 
ed around the border drive, that it may be established and 
lend attraction to the road when completed. 

The nursery propagating house, built during this year 
was well filled and did excellent service, although the start 
was rather late and the need of a storage pit somewhat de- 
creased the output. There were planted from the nursery 
in the various city parks and boulevards about 6,000 trees 
and shrubs while about the same number acquired mostly 
by purchase were set in the nursery to obtain a larger 
growth before planting. It is yet too early to give definite 
figures of the plants obtained from the propagating house 
but it can be said that 20,000 cuttings and about 
8,000 herbaceous plants were propagated besides many seed- 
lings.

Beyond the construction and the remodeling- of the toilets 
there was but little work done in the park. The lake bottom 
was g-raveled, the roadways repaired, a crushed stone walk 
laid in place of the roadway on a line with Porter St. and an 
ice-water drinking* fountain constructed. The park is in

need of extensive border planting* to screen it from the heat 
and dust from the street as well as to hide it from scenes not 
belong-ing- to park landscape. It is to be hoped that the mat- 
ter can be taken up at once, the g-round prepared and the 
planting- done this coming- year that the effect may be ob- 
tained as soon as possible. 
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OWKN PARK. 



The work done in this park consisted in fillings from the 
lower terrace toward the river in such a way that there will 
be a j^radual slope. 

It is the intention to plant the dock and to that end, the 
sub soil was removed, a winding* driveway filled with slag 

and surfaced with gravel 
was constructed and the re- 
maining* g-round filled with 
loam for future planting. 
The shallow water on either 
side of the dock should be 
filled, because at the present 
time the se^^erag-e collects 
and the result is most un- 
sanitary and unsig'htly. It 
would require 27,000 cubic 
yards to complete this fill- 
ing, but were it possible 
that the area could be 
sheeted the filling- would be 
done without cost except 
that necessary for general 
oversight by offering a free 
dump. The funds allowed the coming year should put the 
upper part of the park in condition to be of public use.

CASS PARK. 



The large trees in this park that were fast going- to decay 
or those that were crowding- other and better trees were re- 
moved this past winter ; the result of this will do much to 
preserve the trees left standing and will allow a freer cir- 
culation of air, better lawns and a much more pleasing- effect. 
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WASHINGTON PARKWAY. 

The walks were rearrang-ed in three sections in this park- 
way and new ones constructed in such a way that the public 
is now using the walks instead of making the numerous by- 
paths across the lawns. 

The water system was laid in two of the four sections. 
The larger trees were carefully gone over, the dead and dy- 
ing limbs removed, hoping to preserve the trees although 
this work is rather late as a few of them are so far gone 
that they will have to be removed this coming season. 

GRAND CIRCUS PARKS. 

The walks of East Grand Circus were resurfaced ; consid- 
erable planting was done and both parks were kept in the 
neat and attractive condition for which they are well noted. 

PKRRIEN PARK. 

The money appropriated for this park was used in level- 
ing the ground, in adding rich soil, seeding and planting and 
in surfacing two of the principal walks which run diagonally 
across the park. About two-thirds of the park is now level 
and seeded, the remaining portion not being completed be- 
cause of the impossibility of obtaining good soil at a reason- 
able figure. 

BOSTON BOULEVARD. 

As the streets surrounding this parkway were graded 
preparatory to paving, the water pipes were extended to the 
parkway. The sub soil removed and the surface soil brought 
to the desired grade. 

VOIGT PARK. 

This park being surrounded by farming land at the 
present time, it was fenced, plowed and the pond extended 
that the sandy soil on the uplands could be covered with a 
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clay loam which will insure a better turf when the park be- 
comes of use. During^ this present spring the park was kept 
under cultivation and it is hoped that the coming" year will 
see this park nicely leveled, seeded and put to use as a park. 

OTHER CITY PARKS. 

No one item of improvement need be mentioned here al- 
though each was well cared for as far as the appropriation 
would allow. It is unfortunate that the numerous breathing

places throughout the city are left unguarded throughout 
the winter and early spring months. The depredations com- 
mitted at these times largely undo the work of improve- 
ment made during the summer. Were these parks given 
sufficient protection extensive plantations of shrubs and per- 
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ennial flowers could be made and would add to their beauty 
and utility, but under the present conditions, it is useless to 
attempt this additional adornment, as the shrubs are broken, 
trees uprooted, lawns destroyed, fountains broken and even 
the soil from the flower beds removed by lawless people. 



GRAND BOUI.KVARD. 

The demands of the boulevard were in excess of the 
amount allowed and many minor improvements were deferred. 

The steam road roller was kept constantly at work during- 
seasonable weather and the help necessary to keep the road- 
way at proper grade more than ^exhausted the funds allowed 
for roadway repairs. It was, therefore, impossible to pur- 
chase new material for ballast, thus leaving- many of the 
sections in an unsatisfactory condition. What fine crushed 
stone could be spared when the new section of the roadway 
near Fort St. was completed was used in these repairs where 
most required. As soon as the frost was out this present 
spring- the roller was in constant use over the entire Boule- 
vard which work kept the roadways in a much more satisfac- 
tory condition than could be expected under the circum- 
stances. 

The money allowed for improvement of lawns was utilized 
in the purchase and spreading- of rich loam wherever such 
soil could be obtained at a reasonable figure and in sodding- 
the lawns in front of the new residences as fast as they were 
built. 

The sidewalk intersections were laid where necessary, in 
many cases replacing the old, worn out wooden walks. 

The fund allowed for the purchase and planting of trees 
and shrubs was not all used for that purpose as other expen- 
ditures on the Boulevard has so depleted the funds that but 
little could be done in this line. 

A brick intersection was laid at the crossing of Porter 
Street. 
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ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

Besides giving the levels and grades for the sidewalk 
laid on the Boulevard, surveying", verifying- deeds and de- 
scriptions of property acquired to straighten the Boulevard 
line and the general engineering work of the system, great 
progress has been accomplished in the re-survey of Belle Isle 
Park, which map is now being bound in book form, which 
will include when finished not only the surface contour but 
the underground systems of water, sewer, electric light and 
telephone conduits, etc. Much of this information has been 
fragmentary or entirely lacking and it is none too soon that 
such data be permanently recorded and it is at this time no 
small task to obtain this knowledge. 

A map of the Boulevard in book form has been prepared 
during the past year. Some progress has been made in ob- 
taining the data of the water supply and location of sewers 
in the older of the city parks, and it is desirable that during 
the coming year, maps of the city parks be made in book 
form. 

GREEN-HOUSE DEPARTMENT. 

It being necessary to continue work in the present range 
of greenhouses the center benches of two more houses were 
removed and the space given for the storage of the palms. 
This limits the growing of such bedding plants as take up 
considerable room during the winter, in place of which the 
stock of seedlings has been largely increased, thus allowing 
the same amount of planting as heretofore. It is too early to 
give the exact number of plants raised, but a close estimate 
would be 350,000 flowering plants, which have been set out on 
the parks and boulevards. A system of examination for work- 
men in the floricultural and horticultural lines inaugurated by 
your Board, which carries with it increased pay over ordinary 
labor is proving very satisfactory and it is believed that the 
work will be done better and more economically than here- 
tofore.
